Strong states mean a strong 
nation and as many as fifty ap- 
proaches (o different problems 
rather than a. single federal ap- 
proach, which, If- mistaken, could 
cause a major setback to the entire 
country. On the other hand, a single- 
stated misstep would harm only 
that state and provide a warning to 
others. 

States, observing each other, 
would have the opportunity to 
benefit from others' successes or 
failure, .emulating the . beneficial 
and discarding the faulty. 

As a case in point, South Carolina 
has taken a long step forward In the 
war on hunger and malnutrition; It . 
is the first state to deduct food 
stamp payments from welfare 
checks and mail the stamps 
directly to the needy. 

State officials said only a small 
percentage of South Carolinians 
entitled to food stamps had been 
receiving (hem because of the red 
tape involved in applying for them 
and because recipients were 



required ttvgo to. issuance offices to 
get tho stamps In person. 

"' "Gov" John 'West* said the change* 
was "a tremendous first stop" and • 
"vie think it will chart a now course 
for helping tho poor." 

- If the governor Is right, this 
procedure will greatly improve the 
food stamp program which has 
been one of the shining lights in the 
gonorally Inept anti-poverty and 
anti-hunger campaign. ' For 
example, OEO, tho Office' of 
Economic Opportunity, has been a 
conspicuous failure. 
' Congress should take due notice 
of. South Carolina's action and 
realizo that states indeed have 
something to contribute to the 
solution of some of the nation's 
knotty problems,

— Withso_many_campaigns_ under 
way to alleviate the plight of 
American servicemen held captive 
by tho North Vietnamese, sooner or 
later pranksters or worse were 
bound to get Into the act. According ■ 
to Army officials at Ft. Riley, 
Kans., they have found petitions 

v and letters written In Vietnamese 
which contain obscene and in- 
sulting language. 

These documents are popular 
mediums of protest and have been 
sponsored by veterans groups, - 
civic associations, businessmen 
and other private individuals. The 
letters and petitions usually "con- 
tain a recitation of the poor con- 
ditions under which tho prisoners 
arc living, and a plea to Hanoi to 
act more humanely toward the 
men. 



The documents are written in 
Vietnamese to facilitate un- 
derstanding In the event thoy arc 
read when mailed or delivered lo 
the captors. While a large number 
are genuine, the Army has found 
some which arc not. 

This is a contemptible act by 
someone to distort the genuine 
feeling of compassion those letters 
represent. Officials at Ft. Riley 
may bo oxorcising too much 
caution by advising no one to sign 
. Uio prisoner sta tements unless they' 
understand Vietnamese— after all, 
how many Americans do?— but 
every effort Ought to be made to 
find the perpetrators of this 
outrage. 

A few crackpots should not be 
permitted to destroy an outpouring 
of concern as genuine and for ns 
good a cause as this.

Uiink it is sometimes called 
French polio. I would like to 
know Us cause, symptoms, and 
chances of recovery. — Mrs. 
W.J.G. 

Everybody would like to know 
Uio cause, including mc. 

This isn't a particularly 
prevalent disorder, but It keeps 
cropplni! "P bcre nnd there, so 
Uie average person, when he 
fir.it experiences It or observes 
It, fools completely baffled. 

So, beyond n certain point, 
docs a doctor when ho tries to 
explain It. 

It is ii disorder of Uie nervous 
systom which results In 
weakness nnd paralysis of tho 
extremities. 

Tho patient usually ( two- 
Uilrds of cases) has a period of 
vogue illness for from one to 
throo weoks before the 
paralysis begins to appear. 
Usually Uicro's some fever but 
not particularly high. 
---Aflalnr— tho— pationt— may 
already be 111 with some other 
condition. Or Uicre may be no 
signs leading up to the attack. 

The weakness starts in the 
legs, spreads upward on boUi 
sides to trunk nnd nrms, but the 
face usually Is NOT affected. 

There's nothing much to do in 
Uio way of treating It except to 
bolster U}e patient's general 
hoolth by whatever menns Is 
possible. 

Chancos of rocovery, 
liowever, ore good, although 
Uicre may -be some residual 
muscle weakness. ■ ■ 

Uicro's a notion Hint a virus 
ploys some part In Uie dlseoso, 
but to tho best of my knowledge 
tills novor has boon pinned down 
specifically. 



There are oUier abstruse 
names for Uie condition, more 
unpronouncoablo Uian GulUoln- 
-Barre-(Ghee-YAN— Bar-RAY-)- 
but I don't Uiink I've ever heard 
It culled "Frcnch'pollo." 

The condition was named 
after two French neurologists 
wlio first described it. But It Is 
NOT polio, and should not bo 
confused with it. Polio must be 
considered In Uie analysis of the 
symptoms, however. 

Dear Dr. Thostoson: My 
dau(>)itor Is 50 nnd him to have 
half* of a la blot containing 
codeine in order to fall asleep. 
Is codeine harmful..., or 
dangerous? — E.B. 

Codeine is a narcotic. It 
sliould be used for pain and not 
ns a sleeping notion. 

Judging by tlio small amount 
slic is using, I would not think 
she had become addicted, but 
alio certainly hus acquired a 
luiblt — and slio ought to brook 
' it. Unless her doctor has some 
reason which Is not apparent In 
^your-brloMotter . - - — — 

Incidentally, whero Is she 
getUng UiLs codclno? Did a 
doctor prescribe It? It sliould be 
-usod under n physician's con- 
trol. 

Fortunately codeine does not 
usually load to addiction, os 
oUicr narcotics do, but overuse 
can do so. Thus for a limited 
Umo, to control pain, codeine is 
useful and not . harmful, but 
conUnuod use is another kotUo 
of fish,

from Buhl to Rupert, Furgason
